ment presented on tho evening of Aug. 
10th. 


Tho witness' attention was called to 


a conversation with Mrs. Moulton on 
the 10th of August, and ho said he un- 
derstood tbo conversation was confiden- 
tial, and ho did not desire to make it 
known unless the lady should desire it. 
Ho said, however, it was not a conver- 
sation in whioh • he (the witness) was 
acting as counsel for tho Udy, 
The 


witness continued : I had a conversa- 
tion with Mrs. Moulton, but did not till 
her she had saved tho old man, nor ad- 
vise her to burn her husband's long 
statement., tolling her that if it were 
published it would cause her husband's 
ruin, financially and socially. 


1 was present at tho meeting of tho 


eonimitteo when this statement was pre- 
sented by Monlton. I had a short in- 
terview with him at Sturr'e house be- 
fore ho presented tho statement. 
Ilo 


told me he would not prepare a long 
statement, but had a shorter one as a 
substitute. 
I think he communicated 


tbo substance to mo. Mr. Munson was 
present at that interview. I had fuw 
interviews with Mrs. Moulton prior to 
this, but in one of these I never said to 
her" to kick Tilton out of the house and 
burn tbe •documents, as he would bring 
her family into trouble and disgrace. 


I saw Mr. Richards when he was be- 


fore the committee. 
I did not ask him 


in an interview, before he went before 
tho committee, if his sister 
admitted 


having committed adultery. 
He said 


he would communicate to me nothing 
of what he knew in regard to the mat- 
ter. 
I had an interview with Bessie 


Turner at Mrs. Ovington'g before she 
went before the committee. 
I met bar 


for the first time that afternoon. 
I had 


a conversation with her that evening in 
the parlor. I think I know a gentle- 
man named A. B. Martin but I did not 
see him during that interview.

After 


the investigating committee was ap- 
pointed I will swear that I did not la- 
fa >r to have the papers destroyed,though 
1 libored to suppress the documents. 


Re direct examination : I understood 


at this late stage that if the papers were 
destroyed it would add fire to the flames 
as part-of them had already been pub- 
lished. It wns a source of anxiety to 
me lest any of these papers should be 
destroyed, and I made eflorts to discov- 
er if any of them were destroyed.
